■ had been pronounced officially dead. 
One of the moat controversial figures in current history, the man called Jesus of Naz­ 
areth, whose disciples believe him to Ire the son of (iud, was crucified Friday, 
His body, removed to a sealed tomb by a Jewish counsellor. Joseph of Arimathaea, was 
placed under heavy guard by Pontius Pilate, governor of this territory. 
Placement of guards was made after strong protests from city priests. 
In public 
speeches the \azarene had tejieatedly said he would “ return to life.” 
One of his final declarations, priests said. was a promise to ri-e and "alk again “ three 
days after'’ his death. 


Ridiculing this idea, priests demanded that sentry lie -et to prevent theft of the body 
from the tomb by religious partisans.

W hat he proposes is to allow deductions from income 
taxes of all medical and dental expenses, as weM as costs of 
m em bership in voluntary m edical insurance and hospitalisa­ 


tion plans. 
As the law is w ritten now, only those over s ix ty -five 
may deduct all m edical ex|»enses. 
below that age those who 
face heavy health costa m ay deduct only those m edical lolls 
in excess of live per cent o f their gross incomes. To sac 
that th is is unfair selectivity is to say the obvious. 
Medical 
costs are not generally arranged on an age scale any more 
than is the com mon cold. 
Ia*t’s see how the deduction that is allowed works, 
Suppose a man with a fam ily has a gross annual incom e o f 
$S,5fM) (th e average fat tory w age iii

lf 
that man spends on tits tin s, d en tists, m edicine and hospital 
costs a total of $ l 7**i, he is out o f luck and m ust pay incom e 
taxes on that am ount.

to m ake Ills fam ily well or to keep them

Rut he still pays incom e tax on the 
other $ 17*7 he s|>ent for h is fam ily’s health. 
Mr. B olton’s lull is appealing for other reasons.

part answ er to the false lures of socialized ntedii inc, and it 
doesn’t Iult the g o \em in en t in the business of issuing pills 
or listening through ste lla »scopes.

paver an inducem ent to sec the doctor and the dentist while
